Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  (lentlemen, 

I  have  tile  lionour  to  present  to  you  my  .'\nnual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year 
11)87. 

Propress  has  been  made  in  many  directions,  notwithstandinp 
unavoiilahle  dilhculties  due  to  shortape  of  staff  durinp-  the  preater 
part  of  the  year. 

.\rranpcments  for  additional  Clinics — a  Dental  Clinic  for 
expectant  and  nursinp-  mothers  and  an  extra  ante-natal  session  for 
patients  attended  bv  the  Municipal  Midwives — were  made,  and 
both  were  functioninp-  early  in  1938.  The  latter  will  ensure  closer 
co-operation  with  the  new  midwifery  services,  which  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

•Arranpements  were  also  made  with  Manchester  Corporation 
whereby  Radcliffe  patients  may,  under  certain  conditions,  attend 
at  the  Contraceptive  Clinic  at  Crumpsall. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  body  of  the  report  much  routine  work 
has  been  carried  out,  and  nuisances  and  other  problems  have  been 
dealt  with  as  required. 

The  statistical  fipures  relatinp-  to  the  health  of  the  Borouph 
compare  favourably,  not  only  with  towns  of  a  similar  industrial 
character,  but  also  with  those  situated  more  favourably  as  rep'ards 
climatic  and  environmental  conditions  ;  apart  from  the  widespread 
influenza  epidemic  in  January  there  was  no  noteworthy  incidence 
of  infectious  diseases. 

The  Department  has  recently  suffered  a  severe  loss  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Wilfred  Holt,  who  for  many  years  was  Sanitary 
Inspet'tor  of  the  town  and  who,  durinp-  his  lonp-  association  with 
the  district,  was  untirinp'  in  his  cflMrts  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
efficiency  of  the  .Sanitary  .Services.  His  intimate  knowledpe  of 
his  work,  his  sound  common-sense  and  his  willinpness  ever  to  help, 
caused  him  to  be  held  in  hiph  repard  bv  those  with  whom  he 
worked  :md  by  all  who  soupht  his  advice  and  assistance. 
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I  also  rc\t;rel  to  liavc  to  record  tiie  death  of  araither  very 
valuable  helper — Miss  M.  1-ofthoiise — who  was  the  first  secretary 
of  the  Ladies’  V^oluntary  Committee  when  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  was  opened  at  Close  Park  in  1925,  and  who,  since  then, 
has  done  veoman  service  for  mothers  and  babies  in  the  Borouj^'h. 
She  had  many  and  varied  interests  in  public  life  in  the  town,  but 
the  welfare  of  mothers  and  children  was,  I  think,  her  chief  concern, 
and  the  llourishiiif'-  state  of  the  social  side  of  the  Centre  is  a 
tribute  to  her  enthusiasm  and  labours  during  the  past  13  years. 

In  submitting  this  report  I  take  the  opportunity  to  express 
my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Council  in  g-eneral,  and  particularly  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  and  encouragement. 

I  also  desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  good  work 
done  by  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department.

Social  Conditions,  including  the  chief  industries  carried  on  in  the 
area,  and  the  extent  of  unemployment. 


Radeliffe  is  a  town  of  varied  industries;  the  textile  and  its 
associated  trades  are  the  chief  sources  of  employment,  but  paper 
manufacture,  eni^ineerinj^-  and  furniture-making'  find  work  for  a 
lari^^e  number  of  our  waj^e  earners.  Many  smaller  trades  are 
established  in  the  town. 

There  is  still,  unfortunately,  a  considerable  amount  of  unem¬ 
ployment  locally,  and  the  fact,  referred  to  later,  that  there  are  a 
number  of  houses  available  at  a  comparatively  low  rent,  has 
attracted  unemployed  persons  from  other  towns  and  only  a  small 
proportion  of  these  have  found  regular  work. 

Causes  of  Sickness  or  Invalidity. 

Wbth  the  exception  of  the  influenza  epidemic  early  in  the  year 
there  were  no  noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  nor  invalidity  during 
the  year,  and  there  are  no  conditions  of  occupation  or  environment 
which  appear  to  have  a  prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  local 
population. 

Influence  of  Unemployment  on  the  Health  or  Physique  of 
Children  or  Adults. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  younger  groups  of  our  popula¬ 
tion  is  satisfactory,  and  both  in  height  and  weight  there  is  an 
appreciable  improvement  compared  with  the  period  just  before 
the  war. 

There  is  very  little  malnutrition,  and  what  exists  is  almost 
always  due  to  causes  other  than  shortage  of  food  ;  lack  of  rest  and 
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sleep  and  unsuitable  and  unbalanced  diets  account  for  the  majority 
of  the  cases  found. 

The  Local  .\uthority  is  tfenerous  in  providintt  milk  and  meals 
for  mothers  and  children,  and  _t;enuine  cases  are  encourai^ed  to 
take  full  advantai^e  of  the  arrangements  made. 

Families  i^enerally  are  deercasint,’"  in  size,  and  there  is  a 
tjrowinif  tendency  amons^st  the  artisan  class  to  imitate  the  methods 
of  the  professional  and  better  off  sections  of  the  community  and 
limit  the  number  of  their  children  ;  the  birth  rate,  low  as  it  is,  is 
maintained  to  some  extent  at  its  present  level  by  reason  of  the 
fertility  of  parents  who  are  handicapped,  physically,  mentally  and 
financially,  in  the  rearintf  and  training  of  the  large  number  of 
children  they  bring  into  the  world.

More  persons  died  from  Inlluenza,  Pneumonia,  and  Bronchitis 
than  in  lt)d(),  and  tlie  increase  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  also 
larj^ely  due  to  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system 
whieh  accompanied  the  severe  epidemic  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.

The  services  of  one  clerk  part-time  for  the  Department  is 
quite  inadequate,  and  much  routine  clerical  work  is  being  done 
by  officials  who  could  be  occupied  more  profitably  on  other  duties. 
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(2)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

No  change  has  taken  place  since  last  year  in  the  arrangements 
for  the  examination  of  clinical  material,  milk,  etc. 

85  specimens  of  sputa  were  examined  by  the  Staff  of  the 
County  Tuberculosis  Oflicer,  and  of  these  17,  or  20  per  cent.,  were 
positive. 

The  number  of  other  specimens  submitted  for  examination  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  and  the  results  obtained

(3)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  increasing  demands  made  on  the  Ambulance  services 
during  the  past  few  years  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  those  respon¬ 
sible  for  this  Department. 

As  there  is  no  general  hospital  in  the  Borough  all  patients 
requiring  treatment  have  to  travel  to  neighbouring  towns,  and 
the  greater  use  being  made  of  the  extended  facilities  for  treatment, 
especially  massage  and  electrical  treatment,  is  shown  by  the 
number  of  journeys  made,  which  last  year  were  1,807,  compared 
with  only  297  in  1923. 

Three  motor  ambulances  are  now  maintained  by  the  Local 
Authority.  They  are  under  the  charge  of  the  Fire  Brigade 
Superintendent  and  are  housed  at  the  Fire  Station.  4,600  calls 
were  received  during  the  year,  4,488  removal  cases  and  102 
accident  cases.  145  calls  were  received  from  patients  admitted  to, 
and  discharged  from,  the  Bealey  Maternity  Home.

The  Bury  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board  have  provided 
two  motor  ambulances  for  tlic  removal  of  infectious  cases.  The 
ambulances  are  kept  at  the  Florence  Nightingale  Hospital. 

(4)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(i)  I'he  Radcliffe  and  District  Sick  Nursing  Association  pro¬ 
vides  trained  nursing  in  the  home. 

Two  nurses,  who  are  engaged  by  the  Association,  attend 
patients  on  the  request  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  attendance. 

281  new  cases  were  admitted  on  the  books,  and  0,889  visits 
were  paid  by  the  nurses  during  the  year. 

(ii)  The  Ainsworth  and  Harwood  District  Nursing  Association 
maintains  a  Queen’s  Nurse  for  the  northern  portion  of  the  district, 
and,  in  addition  to  ordinary  nursing,  she  attends  midwifery  cases 
in  this  area. 

In  1937  the  nurse  paid  2,345  visits,  and  has  nursed  102  cases, 
56  medical,  35  surgical,  9  midwifery,  2  maternity. 

Both  Associations  are  carried  on  by  voluntary  subscriptions, 
and  the  Local  Authority  makes  a  contribution  to  each  annually.

The  Clinic  at  Ainsworth  is  now  well  established  and  is,  I 
think,  appreciated  by  the  mothers  living  in  this  part  of  the  town. 
Considering  the  comparatively  small  population  of  this  area  the 
attendances  are  high. 

The  ladies  of  the  Voluntary  Committee  at  both  Centres  devote 
much  time  to  catering  for  the  comfort  of  mothers  and  babies. 

I  have  already  referred  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death 
of  Miss  Lofthouse  ;  she  worked  hard  to  develop  the  social  activities 
of  the  Clinic,  and  gained  the  esteem  and  affection  of  countless 
mothers  and  children  during  the  years  she  acted  as  Honorary 
Secretary. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members  of  the 
Voluntar}'  Committees  and  especially  Mrs.  Makin,  Hon.  Secre¬ 
tary,  Mrs.  Scarr,  Hon.  Treasurer,  and  Mrs.  Metcalfe,  Hon. 
Secretary  at  Ainsworth,  for  their  willing  service,  and  to  Airs. 
Pearson  and  Mrs.  Burgoyne  for  their  invaluable  help,  which  has 
enabled  the  Clinic  to  be  carried  on  without  hitch  or  inconvenience 
during  a  very  busy  period.

(0)  Hospitals. 


The  various  \'oluntary  Hospitals  in  Ilury,  Manchester  and 
Bolton  provide  for  the  needs  of  the  local  sick,  and  have  been 
described  in  previous  reports.  Most  of  the  chronic  cases  requiring^ 
in-patient  treatment  are  dealt  with  at  the  Public  Assistance  Insti¬ 
tution,  Jericho. 

The  Bealey  Maternity  Home  is  the  only  Hospital  in  the 
Borough  and  belongs  to  the  Local  Authority.  14G  patients  were 
admitted  last  year. 

The  Radclift'e  Hospital  and  Charities  Fund  has  still  further 
extended  its  activities,  and  from  the  contributions  of  members 
;(13,75()  was  allocated  to  Hospitals  and  local  charities  in  1937. 
Contributions  of  2d.  and  3d.  weekly  entitle  members  and  their 
dependents  to  free  in-patient  and  out-patient  hospital  treatment, 
and  special  forms  of  treatment  such  as  massage,  X-Ray  examina¬ 
tion,  etc.,  are  available  for  subscribers.  The  Fund  is  administered 
entirely  by  voluntary  helpers,  and  incidental  expenses  (postag-e, 
printing^,  etc.)  only  amounted  to  ;{)16  15s.  Od.  for  the  year. 

The  majority  of  the  works  in  the  Borough  now  participate  in 
the  scheme,  and  it  is  of  great  benefit  both  to  the  members  and 
the  hospitals. 

The  recent  arrangements  whereby  the  issue  of  recommends  is 
made  throug^h  the  Health  Department  has  resulted  in  closer 
co-operation  between  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  the  Local 
.Authority. 

(7)  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

Although  not  a  Local  .Supervisory  Authority  and  not  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  administration  of  the  new  Midwives  Acts,  the  recent 
changes  have  naturally  aflfected  to  some  extent  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  services  in  the  area. 
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Two  whole-time  municipal  midwives  have  been  appointed  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  the  Queen’s  Nurse  at 
Ainsworth  is  responsible,  under  the  scheme,  for  midwifery  in  this 
portion  of  the  Borough. 

The  .Xnte-Natal  Clinic,  to  which  midwives  come  with  their 
patients,  will  cater  for  expectant  mothers  who  might  not  otherwise 
attend  ;  in  the  past  I  have  felt  that  the  local  midwives  hesitated 
to  make  as  much  use  as  they  might  have  done  of  our  Ante-Natal 
services  and,  on  account  of  the  Bealey  Home,  regarded  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  competition  with  their  private  practice  rather  than  the 
advantages  to  be  gained  by  co-operation  with  this  Department. 

Mrs.  Sibson,  L.D.S.,  has  been  appointed  dentist  for  the 
.Ante-Natal  and  Child  Welfare  Dental  Clinic,  and  sessions  are  held 
monthly. 

Dr.  Fletcher  Shaw  examined  29  patients  during  the  year, 
including  three  visits  to  Radcliflfe. 

(8)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Bealey  Home  there  is  no  other 
institutional  provision  for  mothers  or  children  in  the  area. 


(9)  Health  Visitors. 

There  are  three  Health  Visitors  for  the  district,  and  as  each 
also  acts  as  School  Nurse  there  is  close  co-operation  between  the 
two  departments.

34  new  patients  from  RadclifTc  were  referred  to  the  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Clinic  and  received  suitable  treatment.  In  the  majority  of 
cases  the  disability  was  of  a  minor  character,  but  nevertheless 
deformities,  even  if  slis^ht,  may  prove  a  handicap  in  later  life,  and 
it  is  advisable  that  steps  to  remedy  the  defects  should  be  taken  in 
infancy,  when  by  care  and  perseverance  a  cure  can  g-enerally  be 
expected.

C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(12)  Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  mainly  upland  surface  water  from  water 
sheds  which  are  well  protected  from  the  possibility  of  contamina¬ 
tion  and  from  deep  wells. 

The  results  of  samples  taken  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  from 
one  of  the  reservoirs  were  not  satisfactory,  but  an  improvement 
has  taken  place  following-  action  by  the  Engineer  to  the  Board. 
There  is  little  dang-er  from  plumbo  solvent  action,  as  the  Board 
insist  on  tin-lined  pipes  for  domestic  fitting's. 
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Mr.  R.  W’yllic,  A.M.  Inst.C.  E.,  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of 
tlic  Irvvell  \’alley  Water  Hoard,  has  kindly  given  me  the  following 
particulars  of  the  work  done  in  1987  : — 

“  The  supply  to  the  district  continues  to  be  satisfactory, 
and  the  pressure,  volume  and  quality  have  been  well  maintained. 
The  temporary  pump  and  water  tower  at  Clarke’s  Hill  reservoir 
are  functioning  very  efficiently  and  the  pressure  in  the  Stand  area 
now  gives  no  cause  for  complaint. 

The  regular  examinations  of  the  water,  both  chemical  and 
bacteriological,  are  made  by  the  Board’s  Analyst,  and  also  by 
the  Medical  Officer  in  conjunction  with  the  Board’s  staff. 
Special  analyses  are  also  made  of  complaints  of  discolouration 
or  disturbance. 

The  replacement  of  the  Calf  Hey  main  has  been  com¬ 
menced,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  it  will  be  completed  during 
the  coming  twelve  months. 

During  the  year  129  houses,  144  baths,  and  169  water 
closets  have  been  connected  to  the  Board’s  mains  in  the  Radcliffe 
district,  against  disconnections  of  24  houses,  7  baths,  and  31 
water-closets.  The  total  number  of  houses  supplied  in  Radcliffe 
is  8,037,  baths  3,645,  and  water-closets  6,918.  All  are  supplied 
direct  from  the  mains  ;  that  is,  none  by  stand-pipe. 

1,391  yards  of  3-in.,  4-in.,  and  6-in.  cast-iron  water  main 
have  been  laid  in  the  Radcliffe  district  during  the  year.” 


Mr.  J.  P.  Ainsworth,  B.Sc.,  M.Inst.C.E.,  the  Engineer  and 
Manager  of  the  Bolton  Corporation  Waterworks,  has  also  kindly 
given  me  the  following  particulars  with  regard  to  Ainsworth  : — 

‘‘114  yards  of  3-in.  and  48  yards  of  4  in.  water  mains 
(iron,  concrete  lined)  were  laid  in  the  Ainsworth  Ward  of  the 
Borough  of  Radcliffe. 

No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination. 

The  cpiantity  of  supply  was  adequate  for  all  purposes  and 
was  of  excellent  (|uality.”

(19)  Smoke  Abatement. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  regular  smoke  inspections 
owins^'  to  other  and  more  important  duties  oceupyint,^  the  time  of 
the  Sanitarv  Inspector,  and  action  has  only  been  taken  in  cases 
where  complaints  have  been  made. 

I  hope  that,  when  the  Department  is  again  up  to  strength, 
more  routine  observations  will  be  taken. 

(20)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  pools  in  the  area.  /\  modern 
chlorinating  apparatus,  filter  beds  and  aerating  plant  ensure  the 
safetv  and  satisfactorv  condition  of  the  water  at  the  Public  Baths, 
which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  result  of  a  recent  bacteriological  examination  was  very 
satisfactorv. 

(21)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  we  have  to  deal  with  is 
the  cleansing  of  houses  infested  with  bugs.  There  are  not  many 
in  the  town,  and  though  it  might  appear  that  the  numbers  are 
increasing  I  think  this  is  due,  not  to  anv  greater  incidence,  but 
rather  to  better  ascertainment,  resulting  from  increased  inspec¬ 
tions  and  closer  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  tenants. 
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Four  Coumil  liouses  and  di3  oilier  houses  were  found  to  Be 
inlested  and  were  suitably  dealt  with.  Hydro  Cyanic  j^as  was 
used  in  12  cases,  and  in  the  remainder  fumigation  and  spraying 
were  applied. 

We  are  handicapped  by  the  absence  of  a  bathing  and  disin¬ 
fecting  station,  and  although  mattresses  and  clothing  can  l)e 
treated  at  Florence  Nigluingale  Hospital,  any  system  which  does 
not  treat  the  individual  occupants  cannot  be  considered  complete, 
and  renders  possible  a  spread  of  the  trouble  when  new  houses  are 
occupied. 

(22)  Sanitary  Condition  of  Schools.

□  .—HOUSING. 

94  new  houses  were  erected  by  the  Local  Authority  and  100 
by  private  enterprise  during  the  year.  11  were  demolished  during 
this  period.  There  is  no  real  shortage  of  houses  in  the  town  ;  the 
type  now  commonly  available  for  renting  is,  however,  old  property 
which  perhaps  satisfied  a  previous  generation,  but  the  lack  of 
bath-room  and  other  amenities  makes  them  unattractive  to  younger 
people  who  appreciate  the  advantages,  even  at  a  higher  rental,  of 
modern  conveniences  which  indeed  to-day  may  almost  be  regarded 
as  necessities. 

A  stationary  population  with  more  than  25  per  cent,  increase 
in  the  number  of  houses  since  1921  has  eased  our  housing  diffi¬ 
culties  as  regards  quantity,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improve¬ 
ment  In  the  quality  of  many  of  the  older  dwellings.  A  number 
of  these  are  being  occupied  by  unemployed  persons  who  have 
only  recentiv  come  to  the  town,  and  have  not  been  successful  in 
their  quest  for  work.  Such  immigrants  are  not  an  asset  to  the 
Borough,  as  not  only  do  they  require  assistance  from  the  various 
schemes  in  force,  such  as  free  milk  at  the  Welfare  Centre  and 
meals  for  children  attending  school,  but  unfortunately,  too,  they 
do  not  appear  to  have  the  same  regard  for  property  nor  pride  in 
their  homes  as  our  RadcIifTe  born  residents  have,  and  houses 
rapidly  deteriorate  when  occupied  by  this  type  of  tenant. 
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Our  liousinj^  standards  arc  hcconiinL;'  hi;^lii.'r  ctit  li  year,  and 
anv  poliev  on  llie  iKUi  of  landlords  \vlK'rel)y  encourai^enient  is 
i,'-iven  to  careless  tenants,  will  result  in  houses  heeorniniy  unfit  and 
hein^  dealt  with  and  demolished  under  the  IIousin|L;'  A('ts,  when 
with  earel'ul  and  eonseientious  oeeupiers  several  more  years  of 
useful  service  mi^ht  reasonably  be  expected  of  them.

E.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  is  perhaps  the  most 
important  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  it  is  one  which 
cannot  be  deferred  but  must  be  dealt  with  at  the  time.  Conse¬ 
quently  it  may  on  occasions  be  necessary,  especially  when  there 
is  a  shortage  of  staff,  to  postpone  other  less  urgent  matters  which 
are  attended  to  as  opportunity  offers. 

The  difficulties  may  be  understood  when  I  point  out  that  there 
are  39  farms  producing  milk  within  the  Borough  Boundary,  and 
most  of  these  are  in  the  outlying^  and  most  inaccessible  portions  of 
the  district  ;  seven  slaughter-houses  are  in  regular  use. 

(23)  Milk. 

The  results  of  the  Bacteriological  examinations  of  milk  are 
shown  in  detail  below. 

24  samples  were  tested  by  innoculation  for  Tubercle  Bacilli, 
and  2  of  these  were  positive.

Report  of  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  Year  1937. 

During'  the  year  38  notifications  of  patients  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  were  received.  Of  these  ‘20  were  notified  as  suffering- 
from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  and  18  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

Of  the  ‘20  pulmonary  cases,  11  were  found  to  have  tubercle 
bacilli  in  the  sputum,  2  had  negative  sputum,  4  had  no  sputum, 
and  in  2  cases  the  sputum  was  not  examined.  In  Union  Hospital

Of  the  patients  who  applied  for  treatment,  9  were  sent  to 
Sanatoria,  5  to  Pulmonary  Hospital,  6  to  (leneral  Hospital,  3  to 
Orthopa'dic  Hospital,  and  ‘2  to  Skin  Hospital.  The  remaining- 
9  cases  were  under  dispensary  supervision  only. 


In  addition  to  the  notified  cases,  a  number  of  patients  are 
sent  to  the  Dispensary  for  diagnosis.  During  the  year  42  new 
cases  were  sent  for  diagnosis  by  the  doctors.  School  Medical 
Officers,  etc. 

The  number  of  re-attendances  of  old  patients  at  the  Dispensary 
for  supervision  and  arrangements  for  treatment  was  250. 

Special  enquiries  are  made  as  to  the  health  of  other  inmates 
of  the  house  where  there  are  patients  suffering  from  definite 
tuberculosis,  and  48  of  these  contacts  were  examined  during  the 
year. 

In  supervision  and  visiting,  special  attention  is  paid  to  the 
open  cases,  i.e.,  cases  where  tubercle  bacilli  are  present  or  have 
been  found  in  the  sputum.  On  the  1st  January,  1937,  there  were 
41  such  cases  known  to  be  living  in  the  district.  On  the  31st 
December,  1937,  there  were  41  positive  cases  living.  These 
figures  include  quiescent  and  arrested  cases. 


Eleven  of  the  positive  cases  died  during  the  year.  One  posi¬ 
tive  case  was  removed  from  the  district  during  the  year. 
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The  condition  as  to  isolation  of  the  positive  cases  was  as

23  of  the  positive  cases  were  in  institution  for  treatment  and 
isolation  at  some  time  during'  the  year. 

The  number  of  positive  cases  living-  at  31st  December,  1937, 
who  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum  during^  1937  was  23.  The 
other  18  had  either  neg-ative  or  no  sputum. 

Of  the  23  cases  who  had  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  sputum  during 
1937,  6  had  separate  room,  1  had  separate  bed,  and  16  were  in 
institution  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  housing  defect  was  reported  during  the  year,  and  it  had 
not  been  remedied  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

85  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  at  the  Ashton 
Laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these  17  were  positive,  and  68 
were  negative.
